Snva, Fiji Islands—OP)— With at 


least 250 persons, 
including- five 


Europeans, dead, this South - sea 
island group turned today to the task 
of aiding the hundreds of injured 
and thousands left homeless by a 
terrific hurricane which raged for 
more than twenty-four hours last 
Saturday and Sunday. 


Striking virtually without warning, 


the hurricane started at noon Satur- 
day. It blew itself out late Sunday 
and since then Suva and vicinity has 
been all but isolated from the rest of 
the world. The extent of damage was 
not learned here until today, when 
communications were partially re- 
stored. 


Authorities still were using- native 


couriers to gather information.-One 
was dispatched to the Ba district,He 
swam, the swollen ,Ba river and ran 
the 40 miles to JBa and return in 4S 
hours. He found at least eighty dead 
and said at^one place 1,200 refugees 
were awaiting food and shelter. 


Unconfirmed dispatches from the 


Sigatoka _ district said 100 
were 


drowned "by floods resulting from tor- 
rential rains which accompanied the 
terrific winds. The Lautoka'distnct 
reported 17 identified dead and 23, 
including 4 Europeans, missing-. Dis- 
patches said they were believed to 
have been killed or drowned.

value of their adjusted compensation

?500 being made available to each of 
the 3,498,000 ex-service men who hold 
the insurance.

Replying to your recent telephone inquiry for information on what 


kind of cattle are slaughtered for beef locally on the market the following 
statements from general observation will help you. 


First, there is hardly any stock raised around Appleton for beef 


purposes. There are a very few farmers who ship in a few carloads of 
yearling or two year old feeders. After feeding them for some months, ship 
to the central markets. 


Second, local slaughter for beef is a side line to the dairy industry.^ 


In other words it is mostly cows or heifers, unprofitable to keep for dairy 
purposes that are beefed. 


Third- this doesn't mean that there are all old cows or any large 


proportion of cows. Whenever an animal goes off on one or two quarters,, 
becomes sterile, has complications following contagious abortion, or 
has been proven by testing for production as being unprofitable, she is 
beefed. This may happen anytime from two years, of age on. Probably the 
average age would be between five and seven years. 


Fourth, another angle of the situation on the proportion of cattle raised

A bulletin from the "Washington,

"The outstanding diamond fields 


of the alluvial kinds are those dis- 
covered only a year or so1 ago in 
Naraaqualand, in the northwestern 
corner of Cape Province, South Afri- 
ca. The diamonds occur in the loose 
sands of the seashore and a consid- 
erable area is being mined,by the 
government of South Africa. 
The 


mining consists in scooping up the 
sand in steam and electric shovels, 
loading it on to flat cars, and. trans- 
porting it to a plant where the gems 
are sifted out. In the first year 
more than $2,000,000 worth of dia- 
monds "was recovered. 


Shells Mark Deposits 


"The average weight of the sea- 


shore diamonds is unusually high. 
The largest so far discovered weighed 
eighty-five 
carats. A peculiarity, 


about the 
Namaqualand diamond 


deposits is their occurrence along 
with shells of a certain prehistoric 
oyster. This oyster shell has been 
a convenient marker 
for prospec- 


tors: when-a sand deposit contains 
the shells, diamonds are sure to be 
there also. 


"Two theories as to the origin of 


the Namaqualand diamonds are that 
they were washed down into the 
sea from interior mountains and 
covered with sand, and that they 
were thrown up from the bed of the 
sea by a volcanic upheaval ages ago. 


"Diamonfls have been found in all 


of the continents, but in none in 
such quantities as in Africa, Other 
sections of Africa besides South 
Africa contributing diamonds are 
Khodesia, Tanganyika, Angola, Bel- 
gian Congo, and the Gold Coast. One 
of the earliest known sources of 
ihe world's diamond supply was In- 
dia, and a few of the gems still are 
mined, there. 


".Next to South Africa in impor- 


tance as a diamond producing re- 
gion is Brazil. At ons time 20,900 
diamond miners -were at work there 
but ihe greater richness o£ the Afri- 
can mines and the- greater ease- of 
recovering; the stones In 
Africa,

mitteee composed of dealers, cheese- 
makers, and producers, after about 
four hours of discussion at the meet- 
Ing called by the department of mar. 
kets and held at the armory here to. 
day.The agency under fire at the meet- 
Ing Tvas the Plymouth cheese ex- 
change, an organization "which sets 
the price of cheese each week at 
Plymouth, and through its activities 
there influences prices of that com- 
modity in all parts of the United 
States and throughout the world. 


Two members of the Plymouth ex- 


change, two members of the farm- 
ers call board, also of Plymouth, 
two members of the Wisconsin 
cheesemakers association, and sev- 
en farmers, two of them to be se- 
lected from the National cheese Pro- 
ducers federation, will make up the 
committee. The five additional farm- 
ers will be chosen from the member- 
ship of the Grange, the Equity, 
the Farm Bureau the Farmers Un- 
ion, and the Progressive Farmers of 
Wisconsin. 


This committee will meet with of- 


ficials of the state department of 
agriculture and markets, and re- 
presentatives of the college of agri- 
culture, either to recommend chang- 
es in the rules of the Plymouth ex- 
change, and its operation under re- 
vised conditions, or to set up an en- 
tirely new price-fixing mechanism 
for the state. 
The resolution for creation of such 


a committee was presented at the 
opening of the afternoon session, 
and was discussed for about two 
hours before its final adopton. The 
original proposal was to have the 
number of farmers or producers on 
the committee equal that of the re- 
presentative of other groups, but this 
proposal was amended to give the 
farmers a majority, and the amend- 
ed motion was unanimously

Davis Cheese company, Plymouth, 
and president of the Plymouth ex- 
change, was the first speaker at

Dague 
had heard his lawyer sob, "This man 
never had a chance," a cry in one form 
or another that has reverberated down 
the corridors of time ever since the be- 
ginning of things.

And he 
was married and had children.

JThe open Bible is before him. He 
knows escape is impossible. Tomor- 


; row is about to come. He cannot 
' twist. Wily excuses are worse than 


vain. 
Relatives, -lawyers, promises- 


amount to less than naught. The ter- 


„ rible day can be held back no longer. 
- Dague reads: "The Lord is my Shep- 


herd—." The-words burn deep into 


. his soul. He had read them before 


and heard them read many times but 


- ' only as one hears or repeats a foreign 


" language. - And now what indescrib- 


- able depths of meaning he saw in 


them! But too late. Much too late. 


Dague read; "Blessed are the pure 


of heart, blessed are the merciful—." 
When had he been pure of heart? To 
>vhom had he been merciful? To the wo- 
man he married? The children God en- 
trusted to his care? The hardworking- 
people he robbed? The officer he shot? 
It was time for Dague to pay. The 
day of reckoning alwa3rs comes and 
with him It -vras at hand. Dague saw 
£be stark, tlie utter truth in what he 
read. Why had he not seen it before? 
Give him another chance! One more 
opportunity! The clock is ticking the 
minutes away. Everything is too late 
now. 
What can be more terrible in a 


man's life than the words, "too late!" 


Dague now faces the cold and bru- 


tal machinery of death. Xo use to 
plead with that. Words, cries, tears 
are wasted there. He hears a voice at 
his side, "Yea, though I r^alk through 
the valley ol the shadow of death I 
\»:H fear no evil—."' His face is ghast- 
ly noiv. The last minute has come. 


. *Xu snore Sheading or whining:, no taore- 


shouldering onto others 1hc grave and 
sober responsibilities of life. The ma- 
chine has neither heart nor soul but 
only the hard energy to kill. It is as 
cruel and remorseless as was Dague 
to that ruddy-faced officer who was 
murdered while honestly and properly 
performing his duty. 


Duty,—that is another odd word. 


As they bound his hands and legs in 
the chair the word continued to run 
through'his head—duty, duty. When 
had he ever thought he had a duty to 
anyone, least of all to his Maker? 


The final moment has come. The 


terrible day is here and has gone. As 
the world whirls about him and uni- 
verses seem to clash, Dague pays the 
penalty, a penalty for selfishness, the 
parent of most crime. 


IN THE CONSTITUTION 


Judge Clark's decision that we had 


no Eighteenth amendment because the 
same was approved by state legisla- 
tures instead of constitutional conven- 
tions in each state, failed to find ap- 
proval with a single member of the 
United States -supreme court. While 
the court rules in favor of the validity 
of the amendment upon the ground 
that the-language of the constituti'on 
in that regard was plain enough, it ad- , 
mits that "great weight" has been giv-' 
en to the fact that all amendments for 
over a hundred years were adoptedjn 
the same manner, thus again recogniz- 
ing that for a government to follow a 
certain interpretation for generations 
makes that course an accepted manner 
of procedure.

Using a constitutional convention 


instead of the legislature in each state 
to pass upon the advisability of amend- 
ing the constitution has certain clear 
and plain advantages that can hardly 
be disputed. The proposed amend- 
'ment would then be dealt with singly 
and upon its merits, unaffected by any 
other issue, a procedure that cannot 
prevail in respect to the election of the 
.members of the legislature. 


And yet the ISTorris proposal now be- 


fore congress to amend the constitution 
by putting a newly elected congress 
in power in January instead of March 
fallows the ancient method instead of 
accepting the obviously better plan, 
showing again "how use doth breed a. 
habit, in a-man."

, fA SOURCE OF CORRUPTION/ 


The revelations currently made con- 


cerning corruption in New York's po- 
lice vice squad carry a note of warning 
"for the pbKce of other cities. 


In the main, the corruption disclosed 


in New. York centers about abuse of 
the "stool pigeon/5 or paid informer. 
These gentry, originally pressed into 
service as unofficial assistants to the 
police, became the fpcal points of a net- 
work of graft and crookedness that-is 
appalling to contemplate. 


What makes this a useful'object les- 


son for other cities is the fact that this 
development is inherent in the "stool 
pigeon" system. Every police depart- 
ment uses informers. Generally it 
works fairly well. But it is always op-; 
en to abuses. It is always apt to de- 
velop corruption and-extortion. 'The 
best police department is the one that 
uses the "stool pigeon"' as little as pos- 
sible. 


THE EXPENSE OF "A WAR 
If the added drain on the federal

of weather .and changes of clothing 
and all that. 


Oh, •well, have it your own way. 


Dr. Pemberton draws no disagreeable 
inferences from this scientific obser- 
vation, except to suggest that it ap- 
parently accounts for the lowered 
metabolic rate shown by most ar- 
thritis patients. It is in the capillary 
bed or "field that metabolism is chief- 
ly carried on. But the distinguished 
arthritis specialist does suggest that 
the competent physician must regard 
arthritis as something more compli- 
cated than a mere focal infection; 
having found and disposed of the pri- 
mary focus of infection the physician 
has done only part of his work; he 
can promote the patient's comfort or 
perhaps complete recovery material- 
ly by other therapeutic 
measures, 


such as massage, baking, diathermy, 
sun baths- or ultraviolet light- hydro- 
therapy. 


Here I would add to my apology to 


our arthritis readers my O«TI sugges- 
tion that too much dodging of freatli- 
cr, too much coddling, in my opinion 
lends to -decrease ihe capillary cir- 
culation and lo-<\ er the metabolism in 
the earlier stages of arthritis.

Washington—Four ^nen who once 


presided over-the two houses of con- 
gress—two over the house of repre- 
sentatives, two over the senate—are 
alive today. 


Of the two former presidents of 


the senate, Charles G. Dawes is now 
American ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain. The other, Calvin Coolldge, is liv- 
ing quietly at "The Beeches" in 
Northampton. 


Of the two former speakers of the 


iouse, Frederick H. Gillett is pre- 
paring to quit public life and retire 
Erom the United States senate next 
month. The other, -To=cph W. Keifer, 
now 95 years old, , lives in Spring- 
field, Ohio. 


A colorful member of bos-Quartet 


Is the snowy-haired, oSnowy^earded 


eneral Keifer. Though he left his 


seat in the house some 21 years ago, 
after serving in seven congresses, 
the memory, 6f this "grand old man 
of Ohio" lingers on the hill. 


His ninety-fifth birthday rolled 


around this January 30. And despite 
the fact that the house was working 
at "top speed, it^paused long enough 
to honorJhis memory and instruct the 
present speaker to- send him congrat- 
ulations. 


From The Ranks 


The "General"—for so he was 


called by everyone on the hill—serv- 
ed 14'years an congress as a repre- 
sentative from Ohio. He was speaker 
during, the forty-seventh, session, 
Irom 1SS1 TO 1S83. 


There still are a few members of 


the -house ^who remember this civil 
war soldier when he sat alongside 
them. For it was as the soldier that 
he was best known. 


At the outbreak of the Civil war 


he enlisted, as a private in the Union 
army, was advanced from, grade to 
grade until, in 1864, he was made a 
brigadier general. The following year, 
after being wounded four times in 
battle, he was promoted to the rank 
of major-general. 


Then followed four terms in con- 


gress one of winch he served as 
speaker. He was defeated when he 
offered for a fifth term. But 20 years 
later he came back to Washington 
to serve three more terms in the 
house. 


To War Again 


Although he was 62 when 
the 


Spanish-American war broke out, ne 
was again commissioned a 
major 


general. It was always a source of 
great pride to him that in this -war 
he fought shoulder to shoulder with 
Gen. Joe Wheeler and Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee, those great leaders of the Con- 
federacy. 


There is another incident in Ms 


life which touched him. deeply. It oc- 
curred when he was in Washington 
as a member of congress. 


During the Civil war his command 


had been stationed for a long- while 
in the little town of "Winchester, Ta-, 
a short distance below Washington. 
As a "Onion officer he engaged in 
many of the bloody battles in that 
section. But he so conducted himself 
that he won the hearts of the citizens 
of Winchester.

Outline Systematic 


Methods Of Gardening 


Three'factors go to make up what 


is sometimes referred to as Inten- 
sive gardening—that is, getting the 
most out of the soil that it can yield. 
These are crop rotation, crop com- 
bination, and crop succession. The 
first means so planning the garden 
that the same type of vegetable is 
not grown in thj same soil in two 
succeeding seasons. It is an import- 
ant matter in farming as farmers ro- 
tate their corn and small grains so 
that they don't grow corn on the 
same land year in and year out. but 
plant corn one year and small grain 
the next on the same acreage. 


It is also an important factor in 


the garden which, however, can be 
overcoma to a great extent by extra 
fertilization. As a general rule, it 


Is best not to plant root crops In the 
san>o space in successive jears. Nei- 
ther bhould sweet corn be planted in 
the same patch year after year. The 
easiest way to provide rotation of 
crops is to reverse the garden plan 
from year to year, making the cast 
boundary vegetable the west one and 
so on across the patch. 


"The rotation idea is based on tho 


fact that each plant takes a certain 
amount and kind of food from the 
soil. A root crop takes more of cer- 
tain elemei.ts than does a legume 
crop, such ai> peas and be.ins, and 
•vice versa. It is therelore best to ro- 
tate each year and also in succession 
crops. A root crop for late growing 
should not follow a ro:>t crop of ear- 


1} maturity. For example, turnips 
shouldn't be planted in the ground 
vacated by tho early radish crop. 
A vegetables of another type, such 
as string beans, would be likely to 
floutish better. 


In any case, the ground should be 


given fertilizer before putting in the 
second crop to compensate for the 
plant food taken by the first crop. 
In a small garden where constant 
fertilization is a simple matter, the 
subject of rotation need jot be given 
as much Importance 's In a larger 
garden where the fertilizing is done 
once a j ear.

"He Is a good child but he doesn't 


pay attention to the teacher. That 
is the only fault she has to find with 
him. If he only would pay attention 
he would set along all right," 


Why doesn't he pay 
attention? 


That is what we have to find out 
before we can help the child. When 
we say he does not . ay attention 
we are not putting our finger on the 
sore spot. We are looking at a symp- 
tom of trouble. Not at the trouble 
itself. WHY does he not pay atten- 
tion? All healthy, happy, well-grad- 
ed children pay attention to their 
work in class and get along as well 
as can be expected. 


Test his eyesight and his hear- 


ing. Even though you believe both 
to be perfect, have them tested by 
an expert. Look well to the cleanli- 
ness of his mouth. Hi's teeth ought 
to be clean, and without cavities. 
Bad teeth make for ill health. Test 
his nutrition.

The surgeons were prepared for the 
worst when they operated last Ap- 
ril for the removal of his spleen, 
and again a little later when they 
cut away a larger carbuncle from 
his neck. 


They say that his nerve is a 


prime factor in the fight that is be- 
ing waged for his life; if his heart 
action were stimulated by fear when 
operations were being performed Tie 
would bleed to death. 


Lawrence is 31, stands six 
feet 


tall, and is one of seven children. 


"Do you think you will get well?" 


he was asked. 


"I don't know," he replied. "I have 


quit thinking- about it. I suppose 
if I thought about myself much I 
would go crazy. "When I get" to 
thinking I get a book and read, get 
out my car and drive, or just ride 
the trolley cars."

The sale went into effect with the 


first edition of the Evening: World 
, this morning, merging the Evening 
"World, the Morning World and the 
Sunday World with the .New York 
Telegram. The new paper is known 
as the World-Telegram. 


The contract provides for a cash 


payment of 5500,000, $2,000,000 in 
notes, ?500,000 cash within 90 days, 
and $2,000,000 more contingent upon 
the profits of the new enterprise. 
The physical properties 
such as 


building and machinery are not in- 
volved in the sale. 


The Pulitzer brothers 
Issued a 


statement saying economic condi- 
tions had made the sale "Inexorable" 
and that 1500,000 " of the proceeds 
would be distributed to employes.

Of Storms Causes 
Many Wetts To Dry Up 


Although this section of Wisconsin 


lies within two major storm belts, 
one coming across the lower end of 
Lake Superior and the other from 
the southwest, many surface -wells 
and streams are drying up and farm- 
ers are being forced to drill wells 
for watering cattle, according to Dr. 
Rufus M. Bagg, professor of geology 
at Lawrence college. Dr. Bagg is 
directing the drilling of a series of 
wells along the east shore of Lake 
Winnebago in an effort to insure an 
adequate water supply for 
next 


summer. . . .

:This district should normally have 
an annual fall of approximately 32 


inches, Dr. Bagg said, 
but 
four 


years ago when the drouth was first 
noticed only 20.39 inches were 
ported by th'e state records. 
1928 the conditions were somewhat 
improved but the next year the rec 
ords reported a drop to 28 inches and 
last year- state 
officials 
became 


alarmed when only 16.73 inches fell. 
The lack of big storms in'this dis- 
trict during the past four years is 
probably the cause, Dr. .Bagg point- 
ed out and unless farmers are cer- 
tain of their water supply they are 
advised to drill wells.

1« Bourget, France—(ff)—Paris fa 


to have a new super-airport—and Le 
Bourget is sad. 


This famous landing field, Illus- 


trated by the spectacular arrival of 
Lindbergh in the dead of night after 
his epochal flight from Now York, 
the taking off of Coste on his return 
compliment, Paris to Curtiss field, 
and countless other flights, has been 
found inadequate. 


Created in 1920, ten years later It 


I proves to be too small. The life of an 
airfield, a mere ten years, is pointed 
out by air men, as showing the tre- 
mendous strides made by a-.iation 
sinco the war. 


The new Paris airfield, estimated 


to cost 124,000.000, is to be located 
to the west of Paris, along the banks 
Of the Seine. 


It provides for a cement take-off 


2,0000 meters long—about 
a mils 


and a quarter—in all directions, the 
cement slides being pointed to all 
points of the compass, so that planes 
can always take off facing the wind. 


Hanl-by, to the left, in a basin 


formed by a widening of the Seine 
river near Sartohvilie, 
will be the 


naval airport where seaplanes can 
alight and take off and garage. 


A railroad station with a direct 


line leading into St. Lazare station is 
provided for close behind 
the cus- 


toms pavilion oC the airfield. This Is 
one feature which has been missing- 
at Le Bourget. 


Two large hotels, another accom- 


modation 1-eking at Le Bourget, are 
provided for in what has become 
known as the Tardieu Plan.
